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NEWSPAPER COWARDICE. 


(j REAT public truths can seldom be told without offence to some indi- 
‘o4, vidual. An illustration of this may be found in the account of the 
proceedings, now happily over, taken by Mr. Henry Irving, tragic actor, 
against Fun, comic newspaper. It is but a sneaking sort of truth-telling, 
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however, which sets forth the truth and then afterwards, by abject and 


crawling apology, wriggles out of the consequences. This, we take it, is 


the true lesson to be learnt from the case under notice. Mr. Irving is 
doubtless a great and conscientious actor, and has probably no idea what- 
ever that his impersonations may be in many cases injurious to public 
morality. To take one instance only, Mr. Irving's manner of representing 
a scene in the drama of “ The Bells” is so hideous and revolting, and so 
likely to endue vice in some minds with a ghastly attractiveness, that we, 
for our own part, wonder why the Lord Chamberlain’s office should not 
have been put in force, that is if the Lord Chamberlain has any juris- 
diction in the matter. Most of Shakspere’s plays, although they by no 
means require this style of treatment, yet may, in experienced hands, be 
distorted so as to give scope to it. Dramatic representations in such 
cases become scarcely less demoralizing than the ugly woodcuts of the 
Police News or London Clipper. This, we take it, was the scope and 
meaning of the articles published in Fun, and Mr. Irving was doubtless 
irritated, and justifiably so, at being plainly told that what was by him 
rightly enough considered a work of art was really a work of bad moral 
tendency. The press is of little use indeed in these days if it is forbidden 
to point its finger occasionally at things injurious to public morality. 

The article in question was doubtless written in exceeding bad taste, 
and teemed with grotesque exaggeration, which gave it almost the air of 
indecency. This, however, is purely a question of the internal working 
of a newspaper office, with which we have nothing todo. Truth is most 
beautiful and telling when unadorned, though it is often difficult to 
persuade writers of paragraphs and articles to think so, and if, in a 
laborious attempt to be funny or satirical, a writer becomes simply offen- 
sive, that is certainly a damaging thing for a journal. The most damaging 
thing of all though for a journal is to take a standpoint, under the guise

OUR PUBLIC MEN. 
No. I1,-MR. ALDERMAN LAMB. 


‘AR. LAMB, though one of the most bellicose, is also one of the most 

. amiable of our public men, and, though in some respects one of the 
narrowest, he is also one of the most genial. He is terribly earnest, yet 
is full of good humour, and a hearty sharer of the mirth his most serious 
efforts frequently excite. He is the soul of frankness, and has gained a 
reputation, which makes him none the less thought of, for saying out 


bluntly what more prudent men think but keep to themselves. His 


public conduct squares with his professions, and, though very distinctly | 


a party man, no one would ever accuse him of giving a party vote. Mr. 
Lamb always thinks, speaks, and acts independently. 
pertinacions to a fault, and will stick up for a crotchet, a prejudice, or an 
important principle with equal tenacity and at any risk. He is generally 
found on the losing side—being a staunch and uncompromising Conser- 
vative and stickler for the privileges of the Church—but his trenchant 
criticisms are always directed to weak points in the harness of his con- 
querors, and make themselves felt. 

It is chiefly in connection with municipal government that Mr. Alder- 
man Lamb has distinguished himself as a public man, and it is in the 
Town Council he is seen at his best. He is an effective debater, by the 
use of a very plain direct form of speech, making his points clear and 
telling. This is not inconsistent with an occasional confusion in the 
One of 
his best recent speeches was that in which he punctured the ioflated 
bogus opposition to the extension of the Gasworks in Bradford Road. 


Lut those which are likely to be most memorable, are the brilliant series 


application of his quaint illustrations, which is highly amusing. 


in which he has opposed the champion of Women's Suffrage, on his yearly 
motion in favour of an identical municipal and parliamentary franchise. 
Mr. Lamb is of opinion, with St. Paul, that it is ‘‘a shame for women to 
speak in the church,” or to walk into the polling booth; and in his 
favourite Epistles—which we verily believe he knows by heart—for he is 
nothing if not Biblical—he finds an inexhanstible armoury of argument 
and authority. Women, he holds, have been from the beginning, and are 


still, commanded to be under obedience. 


“ If they will learn anything,” 
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he says, ‘let them ask their husbands at home.” Mr. Lamb's argu- 
ments to this effect derive an added piquancy from the fact that he is a 
colleague of Miss Becker’s on the Manchester School Board, and there is 
a twinkling suspicion in the minds of his fellow-councillors that his hits 
have a side reference in this direction. 

Mr. Alderman Lamb was elected one of the first members of the School 
Board, and was returned high upon the poll. The intimate acquaintance 
he had gained by his long civic experience with the forms of public busi- 
ness proved invaluable at the earlier meetings of the board, where it was 
very evident that some of his colleagues, however consuming their zeal 
for education might be, did not know very well how to set school machinery 
going. Faithful to the purpose for which he was elected, Mr. Lamb has 
been a pretty consistent follower of Mr. Herbert Birley. Like him, he 
was, at first, all for denominational education, and made very merry at 
the difficulties in which the advocates of board schools found themselves 
in their earlier efforts to benefit the teeming and neglected populations of 
Hulme and Ancoats. Six years’ experience, however, have exercised a 
mellowing and educatory influence alike upon Mr. Birley and his faithful 
henchman, and particularly, perhaps, upon the more impressionable and 
candid henchman, The purity and single-mindedness of such men as 
Dr. M’Kerrow, Mr. Phythian, and Mr. Hughes have dissipated the bogey 
fears about the atheism and infidelity of the advocates of secular education 
which frightened the constituency into the election of a denominationalist 
majority. The extraordinary capacity of the Roman Catbolic schools for 
absorbing fees under the operation of the 25th clause, and the exclusive 
principle upon which the Roman Catholic representatives on the board 
insist that their schools shall be managed, have, on the other hand, opened 
the eyes of Mr. Lamb and some of his colleagues pretty widely as to the 


| tendency of the denominational system.

Mr. Lamb, it should be known, is a Protestant of the Protestants, and, 
though not an Orangeman like his colleague Mr. Anderton, he sails pretty 
closely with that gentleman in his hatred of the priestcraft and sacer-

was to his peculiar soundness of faith in this particular that Mr. Lamb owed 
his elevation to the dignity of Prime Churchwarden of the Cathedral, which 
he still holds. He was elected, along with Messrs. Dale and Drew, as a 
protest against the supposed Ritualistic tendencies of his predecessor, 
whose attitude upon the organ question had alarmed the breasts of the 
parishioners. When Dean Cowie was appointed, and commenced the 
series of innovations by which the services of the Cathedral have been 
made more comely and popular, even if they are tainted with a soupcon 
of the accursed thing, it was naturally anticipated that some lively 


| collisions would occur between the rival authorities in the mother church. 


It is no secret now that some of the earlier interviews which took place 
between Mr. Cowie and the representatives of the parishioners did 


| threaten to be stormy, but Mr. Lamb and his colleagues have since 
| publicly testified to the unfailing courtesy and sweet reasonableness of 


the arch innovator, and his general innocence of Romanising designs. A 


| modus vivendi has accordingly been found by which the High Church 


cat and the Evangelical watch-dog get on pretty smoothly together. This 
amicable arrangement has not been altogether satisfactory to nltra-Re- 
formers like the Teares, Andrews, and Frenches, who have drawn off into 


a cave by themselves, disowned by their churchwardens, and stigmatised 
| by their Dean as ‘ Pothouse Protestants.” 


In recognition of his eminent Protestantism, and his unrivalled 


| knowledge of the scriptures, Mr. Alderman Lamb was called upon to 


preside at the recent annual meeting of the Manchester Auxiliary of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. The audience, “ fit though few,” was 
very largely composed of clerics, and the occasion one upon which the 
chairman thought it necessary to put his most Biblical foot foremost. 
He is afflicted, however, by a most unhappy knack, when a little excited, 
of putting said foot in a quotation; and the scripture references with 
which his speech on this occasion were studded as thickly as a page from 
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a concordance, were mixed up in fine confusion hited nice niinietands | 
A brief report of this speech, from memory, may fitly close this imperfect 
notice of one of Manchester's best public men,—one who, notwithstanding 
his crotchets, his prejudices, and occasional eccentricity, has rendered, 
and we trust will long continue to render, the city of his adoption a loyal 
and yeoman service :— 

Ladies and gentlemen,—I feel that Iam unworthy, in the presence 
of so many clergymen who know more about the Bible than I do—at least, 
they ought to—to occupy this position; but when Balaam was sent out to 
bless—I mean to curse Moses—I mean Israel—even his Ass found a 
tongue and spoke, saying, ‘Am not I thine ass?’ (Cheers.) Ladies and 
gentlemen,—It is our privilege to live in a land where we have a free 


Bible. We are not like those Israelites—I mean Canaanites—on the | 
Continent, where they have their churches open every day, and their 
theatres on Sundays. Heaven forbid that it should ever be so in England ! 
But on the Continent, as I was saying, the Bibles which are sent there | 
were more free than welcome, for they were burned by the priests—surely | 


not a burnt-offering of a sweet-smelling savour. Like the Israelite of old, 
in whom there was no guile—I refer to Ishmacl—their hands were laid 


upon the good books with violence. But in Italy, Victor Emmanuel, like | 


Jeroboam—was it Jeroboam ?—no, it was Joash—or Josiah—has pulled 
down the high places of priestcraft, and the Emperor William reads 


the Bible himself. Bibles are now very cheap. A measure—I mean a | 


whole library—of Old Testaments may be sold in the gate for a shekel— 
I mean a guinca—and two measures of New Testaments for another 
shekel, And so I come to my conclusion, that when Bibles are so cheap 
you should all buy them and give them to the poor. And now a word 
to the other speakers before I sit down. Shout aloud, and fear not, for 
the Mayor’s Parlour is the worst room for pinaeies in the Town Hall.”’

Ah, ha! that word has magic power 
To turn jade Fortune’s tide.
